Group V: Claims 5 and 6- 1 0, allegedly "drawn to a method of diagnosing GVHD, 
classified in Class 435, subclass 7.1." 

Group VI: Claims 1 1 -1 5 and 1 8-20, allegedly "drawn to diagnostic agent for leukemia, 
comprising antibody reacting with SCGF, and hybridoma which produced 
monclonal antibody, classified in Class 530, subclass 387.9 and 388.1, class 
435 subclass 346." 

Group VII: Claims 16 and 17, allegedly "drawn to a diagnostic kit, classified in Class 
435, subclass 810."
